The "most skeptical” of the peace conferees at Pari-, 
the President said, bael turned more and more to the 
league as discussion progressed in seeking solutions of 
the problems that arose in framing the terms of the treaty 
itself. 
" The fact that the covenant of the league was the Him 
substantive part of the treaty to he w orked out and agreed 
upon,” the President said, "while all else was in solution 
helped to make the formulation of the rest easier.” 
Mr. W ilson said the agreement on the covenant had 
given the conferees a feeling that their work was to he 
permanent and that the most practical am ong them were 
"at least the most ready to refer to the League of Nations 
the superintendence of all interests which did not admit 
of immediate determination, of all administrative p r o h 
terns which were to require a continuing oversight.” 
“A COUNCIL OF NECESSITY" 


‘•W hat had seemed a council of perfection,” said the President, “ had come 


to seem a plain council of necessity. 
The League of N a tio n s was th e p rac­ 
tical statesman's hope of success in many of the most difficult tilin g s he 


was attempting. 
When lh** President entered the Senate cham be r escorted by a com­ 
m ittee of senators the crowded galleries rose and ch eered for a m inute in 
disregard of the Senate rules. 
T he President, m ounting to the Vioe-Pres4r 
dent's seat, spoke briefly with Vice-President .Marshall as the (le e rin g con­ 
tinued, punctured with “rebel” yells.

Mr. wilson is prepar 
for delivery, was devoted almost wholly to the League 
of Nations. 
AMERICAN ISOLATION ENDED 
A merican Isolation, the President said, ended 20 y ears ago, at the close 


of the w ar with Spain. 
F e ar of American motives, now also had ended, he 
declared. 
T here can be no question of our ceasing to he p, world power," said Mr 
Wilson. 
“T he only question is- w hether we can refuse the moral leadership 
that is offered us; w hether we shall accept o r reject the confidence of 
the world. 
T he w ar and the peace conference, in his opinion, the President said. 
/lad already answ ered that question “and nothing but our m istaken action 
can a lte r it.” 
A fter tho end of the great war, the 
P resident said, 
“every 
enlightened 
judgm ent dem anded that at w hatever 
cost of independent action every gov­ 
ernm ent that fought for its people or 
for justice or for ordered freedom, 
should lend itself to the new purpose 
an*! utterly destroy the old ord er of 
th t ern etional politics.” 
“Statesmen might see difficulty in 
accom plishing this purpose,” he con­ 
tinued, “ but the people could see none 
and could brook no denial.” 
The 
League of Nations, he added, was “not 
m erely an Instrum en t to adjust and 
r e m e d y old wrongs under a new tr e a ­ 
ty of peace; it was the only hope for 
m ankind.” 
It had not been easy, he said, 
to 
"grasp the new ord er of ideas and 
the old and some of the fruits of the 
grafting may, I fear, for a time, be 
hitter.” 
‘•But with very few exceptions,” he 
added, "the men who fought sat with 
us at the peace table desired, as sin ­ 
cerely as we did. to get away from the 
bad influence, the illigitimate

President W ilson was given an 
ovation when he entered the S en­ 
ate cham ber and when he con­ 
cluded the reading of his address, 
but he was not interrupted d u r­ 
ing the reading.

After concluding th|p ad dress 
the P resid en t formally presented
